Wasuinoror, D. C., Feb. 13.—S5ub-dommit- 
tees of the Senate and House Committees on 
the Judiciary, consisting of Senators Evarts, 
Hoar and Pugh and Representatives E. B. 
Taylor, Culberson and Rogers, to-day gave a 


hearing to a committtee ofthe American Bar 
Association upon the bills intended 
to give relief to the Supreme Court 
and to facilitate the administration of justice. 
The Bar Committee consisted of Henry Hitch- 
cock of St. Louis, President of the association ; 
Ww. Allen Butier of New York; Walter 
B. Hill, Georgia; Edward Otis 
Hinkley Baitimore, Secretary 
the Bar Association; J. Hubley 
shton, of Washington and Francis Rawle, of 
Hadelphia. Before the gentlemen of the 
committee were heard, J. Reginald Fendalil, 
of Washington, asked the committee to take 
no action upon the bills until tbe Bar Agsocia- 
tion of Washington should be beard upon the 
subjectso fares it related to cases orig- 
inating in the District of Columbia. The mem- 
bers of the committee all argued in 
favor of the establishment of an intermediate 
Appellate Supreme Court and the inferior 
courts of the Federal Judiciary. This was said 
to be in harmony with the system of jurispru- 
dence in all English-speaking countries, and 
had been adopted by several of the States, no- 
tably New York. 

The division of the Supreme Court into sec- 
tions to hear cases of varivus kinds would 
not, it was argued, answer the demand. As 
it is, the court is taxed to the utmostof human 
capacity and endurance. The only practical 
relief is in more judges. 

Mr. Hill presented an analysis of the work

Secretary Tichenor has instructed the Col- 
lector of Customs at Chicago to cause 
all articles contained in unsealed packages 


received at that port by foreign mail, which 
are refused by the persons addressed to be 
returned to the sender in the foreign country 
in all cases where the addressee supplies the 
necessary postage. 


The Oklahoma But. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 13.—Ast 2:30 this 
afternoon the Senate passed the Oklahoma 
bill.

In the Senate. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 13.—In the 
Senate to-day, among the bills reported from 
committees and placed onthe calendar were 
the following: Two for the establishment and 


maintenance of Indian industrial schools in 
Michigan and South Dakota. 

On motion of Mr. Dolph, the Senate bill ap- 
propriating $500,000 for a public bullding in 
Portiand, Ore., was taken from the calendar 
and passed. 

The Senate resumed the consideration of the 
bill to provide a temporary government for 
the Territory of Oklahoma, the pending ques- 
tion being Mr. Plumb's amendment to com- 
prise No Man's Land within the new Terri- 
tory. ; 

Mr. Vest again spoke in favor of the amend- 
ment, While he agreed with Mr. Ingalls as to 
the improved condition of the five civilized 
tribes, Senators ought, be said, as practical 
lezgisiators, to look deliberately to the inevi- 
table and to what was taught by past experi- 
ence*in relation tothe region lying west of 
Indian Territory. 

He had never said, as Mr. Ingalls intimated, 
that No-Man’s-Land was u refuge for outlaws, 
but be asserted now that, so far as the laws 
of property were concerned, No-Man’s- 
Land was in an anomalous and un- 
satisfactory condition. And 90, in- 
deed, was the whole Indian Territory. 
which has been characterized by the Supreme 
Court as an independent dependency,’’ 
whatever that might mean. Without injus- 
tice to the Indians, without any proposition 
to despoll them, with full intention to pay 
them a fair pricefor their Cherokee outlet, 
he thought that the best thing that could be 
done was to add No-Man’s-Land to the 
Territory of Oklahoma. He favored the ap- 
pointment of a new commission, the removal 
of the limitation of $1.25 an acre and the au- 
thorizing of the commission to negotiate with 
the Indians and to pay them a fair price. No- 
Man’s-Land and the Cherokee outlet should 
be added tothe Territory of Oklahoma and 
then there would be a State (forit would bea 
State) with fair dimensions. 

Mr. Reagan stated some considerations 
which Induced him to favor the amendment. 

Mr. Plumb advocated the amendment and 
said that, while the poopie living in No Man’s 
Land were as law-abiding and level-headed as 
the people of any other part of the country, 
still that did not relieve Congress from its 
duty in the premises. ; 
The condition in which No Mans Land was 
left was a scandal on the legislation of the 
country. He expressed hie amazement that 
the Committee on Territories had set itself 
so... strenuously and 80 totally with- 
out eason against his proposi- 
tion. erring to the statements 
made inthe discussion that the title of the 
Indians to those lands was the same as the 
title of any man to nis homestead, Mr. Plumb 
declared that any man who said s0 was en- 
tirely mistaken. 

„Then, said Mr. „the Supreme 
Court is mistaken.’’ 

Mr. Plumb went on to say that any title to 
land which limited ite sale to one party (as 
the Indians were limited, being confined tos 
disposal of itto the United States) was not 
such a title as men usually had to their prop- 


erty. 
Finally the discussion on the amendment 
was closed and a vote taken onit. The vote 
resulted: yoas, 27; nays, 16. So the amend- 
ment to include No Man's Land within the 
Territory of Oklahoma was agreed to.

Fublic Improvements Commissioners and 
the Contractor Leoking Forward to Tues- 
day—Breaches of Faith on the Part of 
the Contractor Set Up by the City—Causes 
for Annulment. 


The Board of Public Improvements has 
heard nothing from Charies Sutter and prob- 
ably will hear nothing until he makes his an- 
swer next Tuesday. Meanwhile the members 
are waiting for the appointed day with some 
anxiety. The responsibility which now rests 
upon the Board of 1 Improvements is not 
a light one. rfeit the contracts 
for electric lighting is a matter of great im- 
portance both to the city and to Mr. Sutter, 
forthe contracton both sides is a good one, 
and it would bea loss to both to lose it. The 
board is proceeding in this matter undertwo 
sections of the contract, which state 
the time when the lighting shall begin, 
and say that if the contractor 
acts in bad faith the contract shall 
be annulled. Section E ofthe contract says: 
The said party of the first part further agrees 
thatthe preparations for carrying out this 
contract shall be commenced within fifteen 
days after the approval ofthe ordinance con- 
firming this contract, and carried on reguiar- 
ly thereafter with such force and in such man- 


ner as to secure the lighting * as here- 
in specified and designated, an and continu- 
ously after the last day of January, 1890. 

MR. SUTTER DID NOT COMPLY 
with this clause of the contract. He was not 
ready to begin lighting on January 1, 1800, but 
histime was extended ninety days, and he 
himself said that that would be sufficient time 
inwhich to complete bis plant. From the 
condition of the plant at 
ent Supervisor Matlack believes 
it will not be ready to 
put in operation at that time, and the board 
has therefore determined*upon the present 
course to force the completion of the work, 
or if that cannot be done, to annul the con- 
tracts. Tne reason for this is that, though 
the outside work is practieally all done, up to 
this time no electrical apparatus has been 
provided. 

ANOTHER CLAUSE 

under which the bourd is acting is as follows: 

It is hereby agreed by and between the 
parties to this contract, that, if there be prob- 
able cause for supposing that this tract is 
not being carried out in good faith, the Board 
of Public Improvements should set a day 
whereon the contractor shall be heard, and 
give said contractor written notice thereof at 
least five days beforethe day named for said 
hearing.

ments, inaure the satisfactory compliance 
with the terms, conditions and covenants 
this contract and specifications the said board 
may proceed as hereinafter provided to 
annul and cancel this contract, or may then, 
by and with the consent of the Mayor ot the 
city of St. Louis, notify the aforesaid con- 
tractor to discontinue all light- 
ing and furnishing of electricity 
under this contract; and it is hereb 
expressly agreed that said contractor sha 
immediately respect said notice and stop 
work and promptly relinquish to the Board 
of Public Improvements aii materials, plant 
and property proeured for the execution of 
this contract without hindrance of delay.

LIQUOR AND LATHROP. 


THEY ARE NO NEARER TO AN AGREEMENT 
THAN ON YESTERDAY: 


Citizens of the Town Admit That Serious 
Trouble May Grow Out of the Crusade at 
Any Moment — The Plattsburg Women 
Follow the Lead of Their Sisters at La- 
throp—Bitter Recriminations.

LATHROP, Mo., Feb. 13.—The excitement 
over the crusade of the temperance women is 
on the increase here. A mestingof the cru- 
saders has been arramged for to-morrdw to 
issne an address tothe women of the whole 
State, setting forth the reasons 
for raiding the dives here and 
asking for indorsement. The bus- 
iness men are stillagitated over the matter. 
The friends of the saloon men have with- 
drawn money from the Jones Bank because it 
is in sympathy with the crusade. Mr. Ward, 
the owner of the whisky destroyed, says he 
will make no further efforts to prosecute the 
women till the Circuit Court meets in May. 
Mayor Green says the crusaders will certainly 
be prosecuted. E. W. Shinn of the Farmers’ 
Bank says they will not be prosecuted. 

A large meeting was held at the Methodist 
Church last night, and another public meeting 
is announced for the public hall to-night. All 
of the saloon men at Plattsburg moved their 
liquors out of town yesterday. Cameron la- 
dies are in daily communication with the 


Lathrop crusaders. A banker here says no

THE CLERGY INDORSE. 

The warmest backers the women have are 
the clergy. Rev. W. A. Crouch, speaking at a 
recent meeting said. There are certain oc- 
cagsions in which mob law is justifiable. The 
raid on the saloons was onejof these occasions 
andthe women did right. Ifthe men of the 
town bave not the courage to to carry forward 
the crusade, let them stay at home and rock 
the babies, "and their wives will carry for- 
ward the good work.

The Cholera at Bagdad. 


From the Lancet. 

For several months past a violent cholera 
epidemic hasraged in and around Bagdad. 
Herr Somekh, headmaster of the sehool of the 
Israelite Alliance in that city, describes the 


frightful state of things there ina report to 
the alliance thus: ‘‘AS soon as it became 
Known that the terrible disease was the 
cholera everybody tried toescape from the 
infection as quickly as possible. The panic 
was indescribable. Within two days two- 
thirds of the Jews had left the city, 
fleeing at random and settling in the 
first village they could find. The Chris- 
tlans ‘did the same, and the Mahom- 
medans, despite their well-known fatalism, 
could not escape the general panic, and 
sought safety in filght. The city presents a 
disconsolate aspect; the streets are empty, 
one dares pat venture out; the only thing to 


be seen is the endless row of hearses, which. 


the paid drivers accompany to the cemetery. 
One sées neither tears nor other signs of grief. 
Cruel, inexorable death has quenched the 
source of tears; the people have lost almost 
allfeeling. Our feliow- believers have suffered 
proportionately more than the rest of the pop- 
ulation. Death has pursued them everywhere, 
and has raged terribly among them. There 
is not a family that has not to lament 
the death 2 . of tts members. The rich,

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PRESIDENT INGALLS’ PLANS. 


Earningsand Prospects ef the Chesapeake 
& Ohio Railway. 


RICHMOND, Va., Feb. 13.— President Ingalis 
of the Chesapeake & Ohio Railroad says it is 
a part ofthe plan of the company in availing 
themselves of the franchises recently granted 
them by the General Assembly of Virginia to 
establish lines of steamers between Newport 
News and New York and Liverpool. They also 
proposed to build several branch roads 
through Virginia. Mr. Ingalls says the net 
earnings of the system for the fiscal year will 


reach $7,000,000, and could have been made to 
reach $10, 000, 000 if the facilities were at hand 
to handle the business tendered them. The 
line, he says, was neverinas good condition 
before. Two years ago there were seventy- 
three trestle bridges on the road and to-day 
there is but one, and an iron structure is soon 
to be put up at this point. 


The Camden System. 


BALTIMORE, Md., Feb. 13.—Arrangements 
have been perfected for the extension of the 
system of roads connecting with the Monon- 
gahela River Railroad and the Baltimore & 


Obio Railroad at@Clarksburg, generally known 
as the Camden system. The road from Clarks- 
burg to Weston and from Weston to Buck- 
hannon willbe ready to operate bv June 1. 
The road from Weston o Braxton Court- 
house will be in operation by October 1 and 
the road from Buckhannon to the 
Gauly River is expected to be 
completed this year, making an aggregate 
of about one hundred and seventy-five 
miles of roads connecting with the Baltimore 
& Obio Road at Clarksburg, and penetrating 
all t central portion of West Virginia. 
These roads are all consolidated now under 
the name of the West Virginia & Pittsburg 
Railroad Co., which furnishes a direct line 
down the valley of the Monongahela River 
over the connections of the Baltimore & Ohio 
Road to Pittburg, making a direct line through 
West Virginia to Pittsburg.

Lonpos, Feb. 18-—The enormous fortune 
left by the late Duke of Montpensier has fur- 
nished grounds for another Socialist outcry 
against the continuance of a system of aris- 
tocracy haying no other aim and serving no 
higher purpose than the personal enjoyment 
of the members of that exclusive class and 
vigorous agitation of the matter may 
be expected. Nor is this feeling 
confined to the people designated 
as Socialists. The Republican element 
in every European country is nourished into 
rapid growth and expansion by this very fla- 
grant inequality in tbe distribution of wealth. 
From the capital inthe hands of merchants, 
traders and investors in all the various enter- 
prises the laborer derives his sustenance, but 
from the millions locked up in the vaults of 
scions of families whose régnant rights ceased 
to exist years and years ago, the coun- 
tries over which they ruled having long 
since lost their nationality and in most cases 
their names, the people get nothing but the 
injustice which the pobbesslon of those mill- 
ions enables these royal, princely and ducal 
idlers to inflict. It is estimated that there is 
in the bands of kings without thrones, 
Princes without principalities and Dukes 
without duchies, many of them indeed with- 
out countries, and who are never mentioned 
except in the pages of the ‘‘Almanach de 


Gotha,” wealth sufficient to pay the public debt 
ofevery Power in Europe, yet nobody ever 
hears of one of these fellows parting with a 
franc except upon the turn ofa card or the

PANAMA, Fed.“ 12.— The work of the commis- 
sioners ig rapidly approaching completion 
and they will immediately leave for New Or- 
leans, whence they will proceed to New 
York by way of the Western States and thence 
return home to present their report.

of rumors areinthe air as to what will be 
done in the event of that report being favor- 
able, but the consensus of opinion is that the 
choice of plans will lie between that of M. 
Vandereau and that of Col. A. L. Rives. The 
former is too well known to need description. 
The latter consists of a sea level canal to Ba- 
hia, where it proposes to place the first lock 
at the same place where the excavations 
were begun for one under the Eiffel contract, 
There would also be located a double lock at 
the rock cut in the same section of Bahia and 
from that — to Paraiso the distance would 
be covered by an interior lake. At the latter 
point, Paraiso, another lock would be placed, 
as well as one at Pedro Micgueilan and one at 
Merafiores, from which last points the sugges- 
tion is that there should de another sea-ievel 
canal to the end of the Pacific terminus. 

Following are some of the additional feat- 
ures of this latest plan, and that further dis- 
tinguish it from Vandereau’s: The Panama 
Rallroad would curve to the cast at Aberca 
Legato, and would pass through Oulebra cut 
to the east of the canal, continuing in 
that direction into Panama. It would be re- 
marked that under this plan, unlike that of 
Mr. Vandereau; the railroad would not cross 
the canal, being placed to the cast of same 
from its departure in Colon to its terminus in 
Panama. Farther, the level of the ldke pro- 
posed under this * being lower 
than that under Mr. Vandereau’s pian there 
will not be so much submerged and conse- | 
uently less property to be paid for, and, 
urther, the work of changing the e to a 
sea level would be cheaper when such an 
alteration may be effected.

The miserable condition of the country 
roads leading into East St. Louls isa matter 
that has long bothered the business men of 
the city, as well as the farmers of the neigh- 
boring section, and various plans to remedy 
the difficulty have been talked of at different 
times, but until now there has never been a 
really good prospect of success. The 
enormous expense of putting the roads in good 
condition has long stood in the way of their 
improvement, and is even at the present 
time a barrier that can only be overcome by 
the most enterprising spiritin dealing with 
it.

VISIT THE NATIONAL OAPITAL- 


The Situation Regarded as Much More 
Hopefal Than It Has Been for Some 
Time Past—An Important Meeting ef 
the Executive Cemmittee—The Pian of 


N important meeting

WHEN THE BILL 

authorizing a loan of $10,000,000 was intro- 

duced in the New York Legislature, the sup- 

porters of St. Louis were inclined to belleve 

that everything except the shouting was over, 

and that the question of site was practically 

decided. This was based on the supposition, 

generally entertained in Washington, that the 

bill would be passed, and the bonds issued, 

without the slightest difficulty. When the po- 

litical features inthe matter began to make 

themselves manifest, the supporters of St. 

Louis were encouraged, as it was 

manifest that the metropolis would lose 

many votes which is could  haye 

counted upon had partisan considerations not 

entered intothe campaign. But as the con- 

test at Albany progressed, it became evident 

that St. Louis had gained tee much; that not 

only was there nochance of New York gsin- 

ing the prize under the conditions that pre- 

valle d, but also that there was more than one 

good chance ot the entire project being de- 

feated, and of Congress refusing to anthorize 

any World’s Fair at all. It was a recognition 

ofthis state of affairs that led the St. Louls 

committee to change its plan of campaign, 

and instead of confining itself to ad- 

vancing the cause and advocating the 


claims of this city to throw all its influence in 
favor of an international exposition, irrespec- 
tive of thecity in which it should be held. 
The success that these measures have met 
with, and the alliances that have been formed 
with the neutral members of Congress and 
many ofthe New York advocates has been 
told in the columns of the Post- DISPATCH. 

* THE WASHINGTON DELEGATES 
are unwilling to proceed furtberin the cam- 
paign without instructions from the Execu- 
tive Committee, and erefore a meeting 
was calied. The situation was thoroughly and 
exhaustively canvassed, and it was decided 
that another delegation should goto the na- 
tional capital and aid in conducting the St. 
Louis campaign before Congress. A bill will 
be reported within afew days by the special 
committee recommending the selection of a 
site before 5 other action im regard to the 
World's Fair les taken. That the bill will not 
be considered forsome time is certain, and 
there will be an ample opportunity of study- 
ing the situation and taking such action as it 
deemed best. The point to be determined by 
the 8t. Louis delegation is whether the 
bill as reported by the special committee 
shall be supported, or one committing the 
government toa World’s Fair pressed to a 
vote before the question of site is considered. 
Many are in favor of the latter proposition, 
but it was deemed Lest not to take any de- 
cided position at once, but to await develop- 
ments. 

SHOULD A WORLD’S FAIR 

be decided upon before the site is selected, it 
is deeined certain that the exposition will be 
managed by the Government, and not left en- 
tirely in the hands of the Local Committee. 
A large number of Congressmen 
will vote for the fair under these 
conditions who woz3ld oppose it other- 
wise. As to the date it was admitted that 
there was littie likelihood that the fair could 
be opened in 1892. The delays incident to the 
slow organization of Congress have been and 
will beso great that no adequate period of 
time will de avallabie for preparation. The 
change of date will, itis believed, remove 
many of the objections raised by those who 
are opposed to politics entering into the man- 
agement of the fair, and greatly add to the 
chances of its success.

A Serious Split Growing Out of the Jeffer- 
son Davis Faneral. 


NEw ORLEANS, La., Feb. 13.—There are now 
two organizations in theD epartment of Louis- 
lana and Mississippi G. A. R. claiming to be 
the legal ones. It all grows out of the funeral 
of Jefferson Davis, and the acceptance by 
Capt. Jacob Gray, District Commander, of an 
invitation to attend it. Soon after the funeral 
Capt. Gray granted a charter to a negro post, 


his action in this matter being due to anger. 
the white members said, because they had 
criticised his action in the Davis matter, and 
refused to turn out with him. The white posts 
had repeatedly objected to admitting colored 
members, saying that the organization in the 
South would soon show a majority of negroes. 
This prediction has been verified. Since the 
organization of the first colored post 
last month nine others, with 840 
members, have been organized, while 
the seven white posts number only 325 mem- 
bers. At the election of officers the ol 
ored posts asked permission to take part in 
the proceedings, but the whites refused on 
the ground that no post oreanized since an- 
nary 1 could vote for officers. The white 
posts then met and elected department offi- 
cers, all whites. A minority of the whites 
seceded, joined with the colored delegates, 
and elected a mixed white and black ticket 
with Jacob Gray as DistrictCommander. There 
arethustwo Department Commanders, Geo. 
T, Hodges and Jacob Gray. The matter was 
submitted to Gen. Alger and Geo. H. Hop- 
kins, adjutant-general, and they declare that 
the colored posts had a right to participate 
in the election of officers. The question of 
regularity will have to be settied by the 
National Encampment: Until then there are 
two distinct Grand Army organizations in the 
department.

A PITIFUL TALE, 


A Babe Dies in Ita Mother's Arms on the 
Streets of New York. 


Fy Telerraph to the PosT-DISPATCH. 

NEW YorK, Feb. 18.—On a rough wooden 
bench in the Churey Street Station-house 
there lay yesterday morning the tiny form of 
a child, whose little life only began New 
Year’s Day and was already ended. It had 
been frozen to death. Beside the lifeless 
creature crouched a young mother raining 
kisses and tears on the small, cold face. She 
was shivering, starving, deserted and heart- 


broken. 

Inthe gray dawn Mrs. Margaret Hines tot- 
tered into the station-house, wan and wild- 
eyed. She clutched to her breast the dead 
baby, whose rigid form she vainly sought to 
warm and nourish. Every effort to take it 
from her was strenuously resisted. She only 
held it tighter and moaned piteously, ‘*Ob, 
my, child, my child, I could not help it.“ 
The poor soul was gently led down stairs to 
the fre. Some women lodgers rose from their 
station-house cotsand gathered around ber. 
Their appearance was rough, but the little 
mother’s sorrow touched tome tender mem- 
ory deep in their hearts, and they were very 
gentle with her. By and by one woman suc- 
ceeded in drawing the dead child from her 
grasp and laid it on a bench close by. Then 
the mother quickly tore off a threadbare shawl 
and folded it to make softer her baby’s rest- 
ing place. Food was brought to the half- 
fainting woman and little by little, as she re- 
vived somewhat, she told ber sad story. 

In Ireland four years ago she married 
„John,“ who wasa sweetheartand a sailor 
lad. A year ago they came to America. Two 
months before her baby came, the husband, 
who was no longer herlover, deserted her. 
Her littie child was born in the charity hos- 
pital. When she left thereshe had no money, 
no friends,and a baby in her arms that proved 
an inseperabie barrier to obtaining work. A 
country woman living on Bayard street gave 
her temporary sheiter at night, and day by 
dayshe tramped up and down seeking em- 
ployment.

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City, Mo., says: In a lenten pastoral letter to 
be read in allthe churches of the diocese of 
Leavenworth, Kan., Bishop Fink of tbe Ro- 
man Catholic Church, referring tothe Farm- 
ere’ Alliance movements, caused dy the agri- 
cultural depression, says: ‘‘We may say 
that, surrounded bya bountiful crop as we 


are, many of our people are suffering and are 
in misery, uncertain what they should do in 
the future, The complaints come not 
only from the laboring classes in cities 
who are without work, but 
especially from the country districts from the 
farming population which feels that matters 
cannot be as they are for an indefinite num- 
ber of years or they would lose their bouse 
and home. Owing to the peculiar state of our 
country every one suffers when the farming 
population isin distress. Thoughtful persons 
are well aware that the present grievances 
of the farmers are but too true. It seems that 
almost every industry in our country is pro- 
tected in order to amass riches in the hands 
of the few by which the “rf will have to 
suffer. The only classes not protected are 
those who would seem to need it most—the 
seporing men and the farming population.’’ 

The bisbop reviews the tonstitution of the 
Farmers’ Alliance and holds that no Catholic 
can join the order because of its secrecy and 
because it virtually has a chaplain of its own. 
This latter point he discusses at length and 
deciares that If the Alliance will drop its re- 
ligiouswspect Catholics can join it and work 
for the good of the farming classes. 


Should Drop the Sectarian Features. 


Vicar-General Brady of this diocese was 
seen in reference to the above dis- 
patoh, and after acquainting himself 
with its contents, said thas Bishop 


Fink’s remarks were timely and to 
the point. There is no doubt whatever, 
he said, that the Farmers’ Association 
would be greatiy strengthened, and their 
scope of usefulness extended if they 
would only drop their rituals 
and chaplains. They are business 
organizations established for the protection 
of farmersand the industry they represent, 
and 1 cannot see the necessity of 
introducing religious features. They 
are composed of men representing 
all creeds and denominations, ana 
any ritual they adopt cannot satisfy all. In 
this diocese, which includes the entire eastern 
half of Missouri, the same question arose 
some years ago. We were then asked if 
Catholics could join the Wheel and the 
Farmers’ Alliance, both of which are repre- 
sented in Southeast Missouri. We then ob- 
jected to the semi-religious character of the 
socicties, and we have pet to be 
given some good reason for the 
necessity of having chaplains and 
rituals in such an organization. They are or- 
ganized for business and should be conducted 
on a business instead of a religious basis. Let 
the farmers’ union drop these features and 
devote their meetings to business so that 
Catholics generally can conscientiously enter 
them and thus by increasing the membership 
extend the range of their usefulness.’’ 


THE SAENGERFEST. 


Fully 1,700 Singers Participate in the 
Opening at New Orleans. 


NEW ORLEANS, Feb. 13.—Fully 1,700 singers 
participated in the opening of the Saengerfest 
last night. The delegations were welcomed 
by Gov.

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NOTARIES WILL HAVE TO SERVE. 


They Are Not Exempt From Jury Duty on 
Account of Their Office. 


The Notaries Public have for a number of 
years been exempt from jury duty, but they 
will henceforth be obliged to serve when 
called up unless able to present some better 
excuse than the mention of their office bas 
heretofore been. The decision has been made 
by Judge Klein. Joseph E. McGinnis, a 
notary, was summoned as a juror in Judge 
Klein’s court, but took no notice of the sum- 


sons. An attachment was issued for him 
and when he was brought in he said he 


thought it was understood that notaries were 
exempt from jury duty on the grounds that 
they were State officers. Judge Klein in- 


formed him that there was no such under- 
standing that he knew of, and if auy existed 
it was wrong, asa Notary Public was, prop- 
erly speaking, nota State officer. The origin 
of the opinion that a notar was a 
State officer and consequently exémpt from 
from jury duty, was an opinion from the, At- 
torney- eneral to Gov. Crittenden to that et- 
fect. The Legislature passed a law confin ing 
the number of notaries to be appointed for &t. 
Louis to 100. The object was, it was said, to 
secure the St. Louis members of the isla- 
ture fat jobs, it being generally believed that 
they would have no iMculty in getting the 
Governorto avpoint them. The Governor 
was not inclined to give them the plums 
which tbey had provided for, however, and 
he asked an opinion from the Attorney- 
General as to whether the notaries would not 
be State officers. The r een Play gy gave 
it as his opinion that they would, and this, of 
course, shut the members of the Legislature 
out, as no person can hold two State offices at 
the same time. The Governor then appor- 
tioned out the plums more to his taste. Aiter- 
wards a man who was notary was elected to 
the Legislatare, but so little did that body 
think of the Attorney-General’s opinion that 
ee was nota single objection to bis taking 
seat.

THE TRANSPORTATION COMMITTEE. 


A Determined Fffort to Put a Stop to Freight 
Discrimination. 


The members of the Merchants’ Exchange 
Transportation Committee are determined to 
correct some abuses which it is alleged bave 
long existed in the matter of freight discrim- 
ination disadyantageous to this city. 
The rallroads promise to co-operate with 
them, and some of the cutting 


that has recently been going on in — to 
oorn rates will be stopped Immediately. In 
the course of its examination this committee 
discovered that the discrimination was not 
confined to grain, but extended to many 
branches of business, aad was complained of 
generally throughout the State. Where 
the cuts are made it Is dim 
cult to determine, but the committee 
will do its best to ferret them out. Ata meet- 
ing held yesterday it was decided to request 
the co-operation of receivers throughout the 
State, and the following circular was formu- 
lated: 

The Transportation Committee of the Mer- 
chants’ Exchange Is now organized for the 
present year, andis desirous of doing what- 
ever lies in its powcr to promote the traus- 
portation interests of the city. 

W ith this end in view it invites co-operation 
ofthe business men of St. Louis, and offers 
its services in aiding any firm or individual 
who may have reason to feel that there is an 
unjust discrimination enforced against their 
line of trade. 

The committee is composed of gentiemen 
representing various lines of trade and you 
are requested and invited to make known to 
the member of the committee in the same 
branch of business as yourself, any discrimi- 
nation that ve A exist in connection with 
freight rates or class/fication in regard to the 
class of goods you handle; also to inform him 
or the chairman ofany freight ralings whicb 
are detrimentaito the business interests of 
St. Louis. 

The committee will meet on the first and 
third Wednesdays of each month at 4p. m., 
in the directors’ room of the Exchange, and 
invite youto meet with them at any time 
when you have any suggestions to offer. 

This circular will be matied to the corre- 
spondents of all houses doing business on the 
fioor, and itis hoped that by means of the 
co-operation thus obtained that the discrim- 
ination can be detected and corrected.

A WITNESS IN THE KENNERLY CASE WHO 
HAD BEEN THAT WAY HERSELF. 


She Chastised the Doctor Because He Did 
Not Agree With Her—A Witness Argues 
Eceentricities as an Index to Great 
Minds—Three New Corporations—Notes. 


Mrs. Elizabeth Kennerly, the South 88. 
Louis philanthropist and religious advocate, 
je still on irial before a jury in the Probate 
Court. Overtwenty witnesses bavé been ex- 
amined so far and about half believe Mrs. 
Kennerly of unsound mind and the other half 
believe otherwise. 

A witness was placed on the stand late yes- 
terday evening who had apparentiy been re- 
hearsing just how she would act when called 
upon to testify. She was an elderly lady, with 
the habit of flying off at a tangent, instead of 
confining herself to the question. She had 
nursed Mrs. Kennerly and when asked when 
she first called on the lady, she said: 8 

„elt was after she was stricken with 
paralysis, and there they let her suffer 
and did not send for me and I felt very burt 
about it. ITagked the doctor what was the 
matter and he sald it was neuralgia. I knew 
it was not neuralgia, and gaid: ‘Doctor, you 
dont’t know what is the matter with her. 
and I——’ ”’ * 

Never mind that; tell howthe lady was 
when you saw her., interrupted the attorney. 

„Me and the doctor differed, you see, she 
continued, unmindful of the instruction, 
„and I chastised him.“ 

„Beat him?’’

When she saw anything I tried to please her 
by saying I saw it too just to please her you 
know.

Oh she is sane, no doubt about that. She 
can take care of herself. 

Three or four ladies who have kn wn Mrs. 
Kennerly for vears testified this morning and 
alloftnem said she was weak-minded from 
sickness but still retained her memory and, 
in their opinion, she wos capable of managing 
her own affairs. Though insane one day 
she recalled visits made to hospitals in 
this city during the war the next day, 
and even relates Incidents that occurred from 
ten to twenty years ago. She will hold con- 
versations of some length and then, 28 
though weakened or exhausted, she will sink 
into a blank state, during which she talks in- 
coherently and tells of ber trip to the Arctic 
Ocean, to Asia and Palestine and to Africa. 
On all her imaginary 1 she meets the 
Virgin Mary and very often the Savior, whom 
she describes as very sad. When ber mind 
does not wander to Asia it remains at home, 
and she thinks she hearse boisterous laughter 
in the next room and that some one is péeping 
through the door at her. 

Mrs. Loulsa Weigand said she had known 
Mrs. Kennerly fifteen years, and never thought 
her insane. 

„Well. you thought her peculiar, didn’t 
you?’’ was asked. 

„Well, yes. Ever since I met. her I have 
always thought her a bright— very bright 
woman.

THE FALLING SPKINGS BLAST. 


Effect of the Great Earth Shaker ef Moa- 
day Night. 

No blast fired since Hell Gate was dynamited 
outof existence has been reported to have 
had such great eflect as that fired at Falling 
Spring, I., on Monday evening. The quantity 
of explosive used was not large, considéring 


the work it was expected to do, and the 
quarrymen, who were experienced in biasts, 
had no reason to expect exceptional results 
from the quantity. In all heavy blasting it is 
customary to use as much or more powder, 
and no quarryman can be found who ever 
knew a biast of twenty-four kegs to shake 
the earth for a distance of ten 
miles in yen? direction from 
the pore of the explosion. An examination 
of the hillside on which the biast was made 
shows why the effect should have been felt 
over so wide un area. The hillside ts heaved 
out as if by a violent earthquake. The debris 
is heaped up on every side and tremendous 
blocks of, stone lie at great distances from 
the hill in which they once rep sed. Great 
trees that stood many feet from the center of 
the explosion were uprooted,and lie upon the 
plies of upheaved earth and stone, their roots 
clear of eurth and great atches of dark 
stripped fro sides. Fully an 
acre of was lifted into 
the air the fire reached 
the — heaped in the drill hole. Ali 
workmen except those in charge of the blast 
were at home when it was fired and those on- 
gaged in the work were at a safe distance.

library. The greut cathedral stands as ever, 
with its solitary spire pointing like a 
heavenwards. Notouch of injury now rests 
upon its beauty, though it bore deep traces at 
thetime. The tide of war, confusion, pain 
swept past it, to leave no lusting record, and 
now, unbarmed, with its fairness undefaced,; 
it stands as religion ever stands, a rook midst 

other desolation. As you ush 
the heavy curtaip and find yourself within its 
shadowy precincts, you feel that bere at least 
there ig no change. The nave is strictly 
Gothic, though the facade of the transept is 
Romanesque, and rich in colored windows— 
not the depths of purpie and of blue thas 
make Milan so glorious; but then the akies of 
France are colder. She has no pores dome 
of heaven from which to copy, like Italy; and 
art lis the symbol of its nation, the mirror 
that reflects the face that bends over it. 
Guarded as a treasure is the famous astronom- 
ical clock, of world-wide reputation. The 
Temple, or Church, of St. Thomas, is inter- 
esting iu its simplicity. The service is 
Lutheran, and is attended by German soldiery. 
A small altar lu the center, flanked by two 
large candles and one single crucifix, looks 
bare and unadorned in contrast with the cere- 
monial of the Cathedral, though the service 
is as full of hearty feeling as tue other seems 
cold and desolate. 

Here and there one sees the old Alsatian 
dress, with its huge black flapping bow, so 
strangely suitable to aconqguered city, carry- 
ing a look of mourniug and of grief even when 
placed upon the fajrest head or crowning the 
sunniest and the brightest face. One’s 
thoughts travel unconsciously back on seeing 
it—back to that solitary massive figure in the 

art of Paris, sitting in the sunlight 

reath of crape mourning over a 
conquered citadél and a lost renown;a touch 
of loom amid the eneral radiance; a 
shadow on the polished shoield of France 
that dims it always, even when held upvard 
in the fullest light of day. Alas that Ulirick’s 
heroiam could not here avail, nor his un- 
flinching arm save it from the soil of 
combat and the tarnish of defeat;

TION OF A $80,000 HOTEL AT ELSAH. 


The Summer Resort Near Alton to Be Ready 
for Guests Early in the Seasen—An Ed- 
wardsvilie Lady Invests in Leeal Real

York.

New YoOrK, Feb. 13.—A great fruit fair 
opened last evening at the Armory building. 
It is an exhibit chiefly of the citrous fruits ot 
San Bernardino County in Lower California, 
although there are products of this prolific 
neighborhood there. As one enters the door- 
way a delicious fragrance of oranges greets 
the sense, and throughout the length and 


breadth of the drill-room a multitude of pale 
yellow and vivid gold pyramids of lemons and 
Oranges are seen. Standing between them 
are trees bearing snowy flowers and perfect 
fruit... Acollection of minerals shows what 
mother earth holds in ber bosom for her 
children who dweil in that region. Su- 
ver and old metals are plenty there. 
There are pumpkins large enough for the 
fabied coach in fairy lore, beets as big as a 
horse’s head, amber and biood red wines, 
preserved fruits andasplendid specimen of 
the Yucca, fromthe fibres of which paper is 
made. There are baies of alfalfa grass, the 
od of wich was brought from Chili and 
which thrives so rapidiyin the Calitornia clii- 
mate. But fairly eclipsing everything else, 
shines the golden globes harvested in the 
orangejorchards of8an Bernardino. This county 
is the greatest orange producing county in the 
world; that is to say it yields more fruit to the 
acre than any other region.

CLEVELAND'S VIEWS.

He Talks Abeut Ballet Reterm, Civil Serv- } 


foe and the Tariff. 


BattTrmmore, Ma., Feb. 13.—An extended in- 
terview with ex-President Cleveland is pub- 
lished bere. In reply to a suggestion that 
some of the Southern Democratic leaders at 
Washington were fearful that the adoption of 
the Australian system would imper!i Demo- 
cratic supremacy, be expressed surprise, as 
he did not see why there should be any fear 


on that score. But,“ said he, I have never 
looked upon this question from that point of 
view. I have never debated in my own mind 
whether the removal of trickery from the 
voter would injure or benefit the Democratic 
- Ballot reform is right, and that is why 
think it should be adopted. He said 
Gov. Abbott of New Jersey and Gov. 
Campbeli of Ohlo were two of the most 
astute politicians in the country, and no 
one could be more pronounced in favor- 
of the principle than each ofthem. Referring 
to the late municipal election in Boston, 
which bad frequently been beld up as a warn- 
ing to Democratic advocates of the Australian 
system, he said it was folly to ascribe the Re- 
ublioan victory to the effects of the new vot- 
ng law. The law had nothing whatever to do 
with it, and no better proof could be asked of 
the value and justice of the measure than the 
fact that all the leading Massachusetts Demo- 
crats were entirely satisfied with 
its operations. As the argument 
that the uneducated voter would be 
embarrassed and in many instances 
deprived of his privilege, Mr. Cleveland could 
not see that there was anythingin it. Nothing 
could be easier than the adoption of some 
sign or device apparent tothe most ignorant, 
indicating the political complexion of the 
candidates to be voted for. He thought the 
best plan would be to have lists of all candl- 
dates printed on one ticket, the sign to be 
adopted starting atthe top of each list and 
indicating to which party the candidates be- 
longed. The voter could then by 
one mark indicate his intention 
vote for all the candidates of 
party. He did not approve of the prop- 
sition requiring the voter to make a mark 
opposite each candidate of his party. This 
was cumbersome and laborious and would re- 
suit disadvantageously, so far as both the 
educated and uneducated voter was con- 
cerned. Many business and professional! men 
would not take the trouble to make a cross or 
mark opposite every name. This provision 
would also give the voter who was not able to 
read his ticket all the protection and con- 
sideration to which he was entitled. It would 
not prevent the independent voter from 
scratching any individual candidate objection- 
able to him. 

The vital principle of ballot reform he re- 
garded as lodged in the ‘‘official’’ ballot. An 
*‘official’’ ballot would sweep away to a very 
great extent, if not entirely, all excuse for 
campaign funds—that fruitful source of brib- 
ery and corruption—for if the State paid all 
expenses of the elections there would be littie 
plea to levy assessments upon candidates and 
contributions from interested outsiders. The 
heoessity for ballot reform was most urgent, 
and Indiana, a State most cavable of judging 
and appreciating the evils of the present situ- 
ation, was ripe for the movement. In the 
last presidental campaign thig virus of cor- 
ruption of the voters had passed largely into 
the rural districts of New York, and thou- 
sands of voters who never had before cast 
any butan honest ballot bad yielded to tem- 
tation and tor $2 bills voted against their own 
convictions. If not arrested by legislation it 
wonld de much worse next general election. 

Speaking of civil service reform, Mr. 
Cleveland sald that it was quiteapparent that 
many of the politicians of both parties would 
be delighted if they could smotber it out of 
existence by withholding the necessary ap- 
propriations for ite maintenance. Of course, 
they would not have the courage to kill it 
directly. There was little fear they would 
succeed eyen by indirection, for the principle 
had too firm a hold upon the country to be 
destroyed, and he looked for the time when 
ite scope would be enlarged and its benefits 
extended. 

Passing to the subject of tariff reform Mr. 
Cleveland was as enthusiastic as when he 
wrote his message of December, 1887, but 
he was disinclined to talk about 1892, merely 
saying he thought it would take care of itself. 
The bigh tariff had brought mortgages and 
ruin upon the agriculturists, and it was hard 
to understand why so many of them clung to 
what wastheir destruction. He thougnt the 
best way to reach the farmers and convince 
them of their own true interests was the 
establishment of tariff reform clubs among 
them, to disseminate literature applicable to 
their circumstances. It had been too much 
the custom inthe past to send into the rural 
districts tariff documents consisting of facts 
and argument of interest only for city people. 
The proper way to have them understand and 


appreciate the question was to give them

IN A HAYTIEN PRISON. 


The Experience ef an American at Port-Au- 
Prince. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCH. 

New YorK, Feb. 13.—The Clyde steamer 
Saginaw from Hayti reached this port yester- 
day. The first person to leave her was a tall, 
sharp-featured man wearing eye-glasses and 
carrying bundles. 
gave him an odd appearance and caused many 
people to turn and stare after bim. 
stranger is Samuel Fuller Purrington, a sub- 
marine diver and wrecker, and he had just re- 


turned to this city after an exciting time in 
the black republic. Toa reporter he gave the 
story of bis wrongs and his plaus for obtain- 
ing satisfaction. 

„Left New Tork, sald he, on November 
(last and went to Haytiin the pursuit of my 
business. I had two negro boy servants with 
me and reached Port-au-lrince on November 
23. On November 30 I was arrested there on a 
charge of smuggling, although my baggage 
had been once searched and pronounced free 
from dutiable goods. Ihad with me some 
trinkets and an outfit for diving and wreck- 
ing. My goods were at the Custom-house, 
and on the day in question I went after them. 
I wanted to take them inasmall boat tothe 
residence of Capt. John Hadleigh, on the 
Leogane shore, some three or four miles from 
Port-au-Prince. When outa short distance I 
was compelled to return tothe shore, where the 
General of the port accused me of sm egg. 1 
protested in vain aud offered to let him in- 
spect my baggage. He refused to do this and 
kept mea prisoner until dark. Then I was 
givento the care of five soldiers, and they 
started totake me to prison. My servants 
followed me, and, knowing they had no 
money, I pulled out some money and gave it 
tothem. When the soldiers saw the money 
they drove the servants away, knocked me 
senseless and robbed me. They took $162 in 
money, and left me naked save for my trous- 
ers. In this manner I was taken to prison and 
held for forty-eight hours. While a prisoner 
I was called on by Mr. Bassett, the Secretary 
of the American Legation, and an Awer- 
ican gentieman named B. T. Crain. After 
their visitI was tolo that I was released. 1 
refused to go and was forced out. I laid the 
matter before the American Minister, Fred. 
erick Douglass, and he instituted an investi- 
gation. He notified the Haytien Government 
and an inguiry was beld. My story was proved 
true, although the soldiers swore they did not 
rob me. I did not get any satisfaction, and I 
understand Mr. Douglass has presented the 
case tothe State Department. I propose to 
engage Gen. Roger A. ＋ a to push my claim 
for damages against the Haytien Government. 
Iam now going to my home in Maine to see 
my family. Next week I shall go to Washing- 
ton and lay my formal complaint before Mr. 
Blaine.

ROBBING A CHURCH. 


The Strange Scene Enacted in St. Paul's, 
New Yerk, at 4 O’Cleck This Morning. 


By Telerraph to the Poat-DIsPaTon. 

NEW TOR, Feb. 13.—A policeman standing 
at the corner of Broadway and Fulton street 
at 4o’clock this morning observed a dim light 
showing behind the windows of old St. Paul's 
Church in which Washington worshipped 100 
years ago, and in which last spring President 


Harrison and other great menof the nation 
gathered to attend the services attending the 
celebration of the constitutional centenary 
in this city. 

At the hour none but belated newspaper 


men, newsdealers and early market men were 
upon the streets. 

The clock in the old steeple had just toiled 
4 o0’clook, andthe old graveyard surrounding 
the chureh was dark and silent save as the 
rattie of the paper delivery wagons echoed 
over the square from the faces of the huge 
buildings about every side. The officer 
on duty outside the high iron fence of the 
church grounds knew there was no proper 
cause fora light in St. Paul's at that hour. 
He unlimbered his club, found a couple of 
brother bluecoats and scaled the big iron 
fence with difficuity down the Fulton street 
side. Sllently they stepped among the an- 
clent gravestones and among the grounds 
where the oid Knickerbockers lay asleep. 

The police scouted about the church until 
they found a smali window broken. Through 
the broken window the officers one by one 
crept, disappearing within.

MEXICAN SUGARS. 


Much Interest Felt by Pianters en the Ques- 
tion of Tariff Revision. 


By Telegraph to the POstT-DISPATOH. 

NEW Tonk, Feb. 13.—The Times of to-day 
has a letter from the City of Mexico which 
says great interest is (elt in that country as to 
the possibility of a reciprocity treaty being 
brought about with the United States or even 
a revision of the tariff, as fe considered per- 
haps more probable, by either of which meas- 
ures the raw sugars produced in Mexico may 
be exported to the United States free of duty 
or with so light an impost that there would be 
some encouragement forthe development of 
the industry. Now that facilities’ have 
been afforded by the construction of 


railroads giving the planters the 
means of obtaining improved sugar mills 
at a more reasonable price and an outlet on 
better terms for their product to the domestic 
markets, itis astonishing to see how quick 
they aretotake advantage of the improved 
condition of affairs, and it is another evidence 
that the country is not so devoid of capital as 
bas often been supposed by foreigners who in 
a short visit have acquired only a superficial 
knowledge of the real facts. Without any 
certainty of independence on the market of 
the United States, which is the natural one 
for Mexico as regards sugar and many other 
of her products which are not grown, or only 
toa trifling extent,in the neighboring re- 
public, the planters are now onpaged in in- 
their acre o dane in 
cultivation, and really Mrst-class su 
plants are being erected, while even the 
smal! growers are abandoning their wooden 
mills worked by oxen and putting in iron 
roliers, double and treble sets, applying 
water power when r and getting more 
out ot the cane than they ever did before. 
This movement and improvement, then, is 
based entirely on the chances of the home 
and European markets, and would be re- 
doubled if the barrier between Mexico and the 
Unitec States were broken down. Of course, 
the Mexican competition would be felt by the 
Louisiana planters, bus their loss would be 
— gain of the makers 1 —— 
and sugar mill machin r- 
tant still, the gains of the 60,000,000 of con- 
sumers in the United States in cheaper sugar. 
It the Louisianians wish to grow sugar let 
them come here, where they will be welcome 
with their knowledge and experience — 
under difficulties in ab mag eg article in a 
climate and latitude only half suited to the 
industry.

| THE ELECTION CALLED. 


WILL BE MADE TO PREVENT 


11’8 BEING HELD. ‘ 


Mr. Marshall Defines His Position—He 
Claims the Supreme Court Has Piaced 
the Burden of Fighting on the Person 
Who Will Be Elected, and Not on Neiser 
—Thomas May Have a Walk-Over—The 

State Republican League Convention. 


The proclamation of the Mayor for a special 
election for Marshal on March 4 was issued to- 
day. Recorder Williams is now selecting the 
judges and clerks and will have the list made 
out in ample time. Asnéither Councilman 
Nelson or Councilman Metcalf has resigned, 
but on the contrary both have determined to 
remain in office untilthe expiration of their 
terms, the speciai election will only be 
for Marshal. No nomination will in 
all probability be made by the Republicans,as 
there is no opposition to Mr. Emile Thomas, 
who was elected over Mr. Neiser before but 
could not qualify. The Democratic nomma- 
tion will be made by the Democratic Central 
Committee and the nominee will either be 
Tom Barrett, ex-clerk of the House of Dele- 
gates, Anthony Stuever or Henry Thien. 

WILL NOT STOP THE ELBCTION. 

There will be no attempt made to interfere 
with the holding of the election Dy Mr. Neiser 
or his attorney. I have been reported.“ 
said Mr. Marshall this moraing, ‘‘as saying 
that I proposed to apply for an injunction. 
This is notso. Ineverhad any such inten- 
tion. The Supreme Court has defined what 
we shall do. We are simply to hold the 
office until some one else can 
prove to the courts that he is 


entitled to It under the law. The burden of 
proof is not on Mr. Neiser, but on the man 
who claims the office by virtue of a majority 
of votes cast at the special election. And let 
me remark that the burden will be a rather 
heavy one. I tried to save the city the ex- 
pense of bolding a special election. I cited to 
the Mayor and Oity Vounselor in my brief all 
the authorities for my position, and not a 
single one can be brought up on the other 
side of the case. I laid down my full hand, 
and if the city authorities did not 
see that it was a royal flush that is their look- 
out. A case ae | similar to that of the Mar- 
shalship here, in fact entirely analagous as 
far as the law is concerned, occurred in Penn- 
syivania. The incumbent of an office under 
the Orphans’ Board ran for re-election just as 
Nelser did. He was defeated. Before the 
man elected had qualified, however, he died. 
The law there was the same as here that an 
election for the office should be held every four 

ears and that tne candidate elected should 
hold office for four years and until his succes- 
sor was duly elected and qualified. When the 
successful candidate died before qualifying a 
vacancy was declared and a_ special 
election called. The incumbent refused to 
give up the office on the grounds that under 
the law there was no vacancy and the Supreme 
Court sustained his claim. That ies this case 
exactly. There is no vacancy in the marshal- 
sbip office. There are only three ways in 
which a vacancy in office can be created. One 
is by the ousting of the incumbent by some 
legal procedure; the second is by death, and 
the third by resignation. Not one of sbese 
three conditions as occurred in the Neiser 
case.’ : 


MAY HAVE A WALKOVER. 

The surety that the candidate elected will 
not be able to get the office until his right bas 
been established in the court has made the 
Democratic aspirants a little scary about run- 
ning, and there is a 1 that no nomi- 
nation will be made by the Democrats. Some 
members of the committee have announced 
their intention of opposing any nomination 
on the grounds that no candidate put up can 
carry the Democratic vote under the cireum- 
stances. 

A point about which thereis considerable 
discussion is whetber the holding of the elec- 
tion under the old system, and n 
the new law will not affur 
Neiser’s attorney another good zargument 
against the iegalty of the election.

A CHAPTER OF ACOIDENTS., 


The Disasters of a Pantemime Copied Inte 
Real Lite. 


Lizzie Lyons, a colored woman living in the 
rear of 915 North Tweifth srteet, was this 
morning unwittingly responsible for a series 
of accidents which occurred inthe vicinity 
of her residence.

Lyons rushed to fire alarm box 21, which was 
on the corner, and turned in an alarm, while 
the neighbor threw a pail of water on the fire 
and extinguished it. The total loss was about 
$5. The fire originated fromaspark which 
flew from the stove. While a hook-and-ladder 
truck was madly racing up Franklin avenue it 
collided with a sleepy mule and a rickety 
old cart which were standing in the street. 
The collision knocked the cart against the 
sidewalk, the cart struck an unknown man 
who was passing at the time and knocked 
him through a large 1 window in the 
store of Frank Lind, at Franklin avenue. 
The unknown man was not hurt, but the win- 
dow was completely shattered. The driver of 
the truck said the accident was caused by the 
slewing of the wheels on the paving stones.
